Eloquent Address Delivered by Hon. 
uw. Frank Oliver Before the 
Canadian Club.

The handsome dining room of the 
Yale Hotel was filled to its capacity 
at the Canadian Club luncheon this 
afternuon. The chair was occupied hy 
Lieutenant Governor Bulyea. On his 
right was the guest of the oceasion, 
Hon. Frank Oliver, and on his left 
Premier Rutherford. Among the other 
prominent public and business men 
present were Hon. ©. W. Cross, Sena- 
tor Roy, Mayor McDougall, W. W 
Short, Col. Edwards, and many others. 

The menu was in keeping with the 
occasion, the first of the luncheons :f 
the fall seasen, and reflected credit 
upon the new hotel. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
appropriately introduced by the pre=- 
ident Of the club, Col. E. \B. Ed- 
wards, in a brief speech. 

Greeted With Applause. 

Hon. Mr. Oliver upon rising was 
grected with applause. He made a 
brief reference to the pleasure it af- 
forded him to meet one of the many 
Canadian Clubs that were distributed 
over all parts of Canada. Canada and 
Canadian citizenship and its advance- 
ment were the subjects of special in- 
terest to clubs of this kind. Canada 
West had been aliotted him as his 
subject. Tt was a big subject upon 
which much could be said. With one 
feature of what could be said of Can- 
ada he said he would deal. He would 
refer more particularly to western 
mnd and what it means. He told a 
story of an American who came to 
Kdmenton to make investments. It 
was in the early days and there were 
mo granolithic sidewaiks. Apologies 
were being made for the mud at the 
time and the visitor replied, ‘‘Never 
mind, it is the mud that makes the 
wheat.”” And between the Red river 
and the Rocky mountains is the great- 
est area of black wheat producing soil 
in the world. 

“We have the climate that makes 
the best wheat in the werld, and we 


have a soil that will outlast every 
other wheat raising country in the 
world. And as wheat is really the 


gold of the world, we have a country 
of uncqualled possibilities. We have 
here in this prairie west in area, in 
lasting quality and in productiveness, 
a country unequalled in any other 
part of the world. 

“We are tortunate also that we 
have in this Canada West a country 
lying between the mountsins and the 
coast which the natural comple- 
ment of the prafric, We on the prairie 
have what they on the coast have not 
and must get. So in speaking of the 
devilopment of Canada West we must 
consider the development of every 
part of that country. 

Great Country to the North. 

“Even of the prairie country the 
greatest part does not lie east or 
south of Edmonton, but north of this 
city. And in that great district there 
are vast unknown trecte that have us 
yet vnestimeted possibilities, There 
is also a great country west of the 
Rocky mounteins aud extending to 
ihe coast, which will in part be tribu- 
iary to Edmonton, and it quite 
probable that Ednronton will share 
with Prince Rupert the seven hun- 
dred miles of territory between these 
two points. So the Edmonton Can- 
adian club will have an influence ex- 
tending over u more stupendous area 
than any other Canadion club in Can-

“But apart from materi! matters, 
the Canodian cub stands or the de- 
velopment of Canadian loyalty and 
Canadian patriotism, which is the 


governing force over material develop- 
ment and material gdyancement, Jt is 
the bueiness of clubs of this kind to 
be apostles in opposition to the doc- 
trine of a disiointed Canada, as Gold- 
win Smith has put it, to be apostles 
of unity in the Dominion. In a coun- 
try of stupendous distances stich as 
exist here there is u great danger of 
sectioniym. Truc, every resident of 
any particular community should be 
a boorter and not a knocker, but this 
may be carried to too grevt an ex- 
tent, the local loyalty may over- 
éhadow the national, 
Unity is Needed.

Hamer Greenwood said that free 
trade between the United States and 
Canada was not within the realm o* 
practical polities From his recent 
journey through the United States he 

new it to be the policy of President 
Roosevelt and other leaders to curty 
favor with Canada in the hope of 
breaking down the tariff walls, with 
the object of benefitting United States 
traders, but the persistently irritating 
policy of successive United States 
governments had hardened Cana- 
dian hearts. 

Canada now asked no favors from 
Uncle Sam and would certainly grant 
none to conflict with the interests of 
the mother country, Mr. Greenwood 


opined that if the interests of the . 
Canadian consumers demanded = it, 
the preference would be withdrawn 


but Canada had now reached a stage 
of national development which weuld 
make a mighty race, ever attached to 
the home country, but ever as hard as 
flint against American absorption or 
other foreign influence, 

The Times, referring to Hill's 
speech, trusts its significance will not 
be lost upon either English politicians 
or the country at large. Canada has 
many powerful reasons for hesitating 
to expose herself to the strong political 
leverage, which closer commercial re- 
lations with the republic would in- 
evitably exert, but American states- 
men will make most of the opportuni- 
ties which English statesmen neglect.

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SHAH WILL NOT RESTORE 
PERSIAN CONSTITUTION 


In a ea f= He Declares the 
People Do Not Want Restor: od 
of nstitutioh—British and 
sian Ministers Will Bring Greater 
Pressure to Bear. 


Teheran, Nov. 23.—The Shah of Per- 
sia has decided that his people ehali 
not have the constitntion, and his pro 
clamation to that effect will be post- 
ed ® mosquees today. During an 
audience which he gave to representa- 
tives of the merchants recently, the 
Shah showed signs of arger at the 
méttion of the restoration of the eon. 
stitution, and dismissed the delegates 
from his presence. In his prociama- 
tion the Shah will eay: 

“We were prepared to redeem our 
promise and convoke parliament, but 
we learn from the assembled — repre- 
eentatives of the people that they de 
not want the constitution. We Wave. 
therefore, decided to defer to their 
wishes, and the clergy and ecclesias- 
ties, having recognized that, the 
tablishment of a parliament would 
conflict with the laws of Isla, we are 
determitied that in future, under no 
pfetext, shall such a parliament be 
established:”” ¥ 

The British and Russian ministers, 
who have been engaged in an attempt 
to influence the Shak to restore the 
constitution, are now expected to 
bring stronger pressure to bear in this 
direction. The financial crisis, to- 
gether with the long unpaid arrears 1p 
salaries of government officials and 
the army also, is likely, 10 nid the 
constitutional agitation.

| REPORT UNFAVORABLY 


Sy of B. C. Hindus Who

Vancouver, B.C., Nov. 22—Following 
moressive religious service in the

greatly alarmed Gunn and induced 
him to take George Courtney into 
his confidence, and they went to H. 
W. Andrews, foreman of the  coacn 
yards, and told him they were atric 
to go to work in the yards at nighi 
if Hicks was retained in the com- 
pany’s employ Mr. Andrews wa 
not satisfied with what appeared tu 
Nim as a flimsy excuse for not work- 
ing. He then closely questioned them 
and Gunn related the story as Rogers 
hod told it to him. Mr. Andrews at 
once telephoned the police. Ser 
geant Bliair proceeded to the shes, 
where he arrested Hicks at his worn 
Inspector Robertson was detailed on 
the case to get evidence and later ar- 
rested Gunn as a witness. About 
3% p.m. yesterday Rogers was arrest-nt 
at his home by Detective Stark. 
Several thousand dollars were immed)- 
ately raised by friends of Rogers to yo 
bait for him. 
Conflicting Details. 

Other details of the terrible affair, 
some of which conflict with that given 
above, are that Hicks stole the ent te 
$80 which was in the pockets of his 
victim, afterwards replacing — this 
amount when urged to do so by his 
fellow employees. It is said that ne 
was in the act of putting the money, 
or a portion of it, back into Lennox’s 
pockets, when the latter awakened, 
thinking he was being robbed endea- 
vored to protect himself, with the re- 
sult that Hicks drew his revolver and 
discharged it point blank at him, 
afterwards firing two more shots as 
his victim lay writhing on the floor. 
He then picked up the body and prop- 
ped it against the cushions of the 
seat with the head hanging forward 
on the chest. 

Piaced Revolver in Victim's Hand. 

With the object of giving the affair 
the appearance of suicide the mur- 
derer craftily placed the loaded re- 
volver in the fastly stiffening finger: 
of his vietim’s hand, and upon the 
seat beside him he laid a half-filled 
bottle of liquor and a pipe. The re- 
volver, which was found, was after- 
wards positively identified by more 
than one ‘Witness as having been seen 
in the possession of Hicks on the 
evening of the murderg and the bottle 
was also identified aS one of those 
which had been purehased earlier in 
the evening. 

Hicks Did Not Return to Work. 

Tde Pullman car Shuswap, in the state 
room of which the efime was committed, 
was located on track 2, near the over- 
head bridge and had ben lying there 
about one week.
